noon by the Tex is Legislature in ex ictly 
three hours 
The two committees, one 


in the Senate and the other m the House, 
gave in audience to the Dallas attorneys 
all the morning to ascertain then objtc 
tions and protests to the passage of the 
law 
After hearing the gentlemen until 


noon, the committee adjourned 
This 


afternoon when the two houses met at i 
o'clock both committees were ready to 
report and the Senate bill was very 
promptly considered 
From the time 


the bill was placed before the Senate un- 
til it finally passed was exactly fifty five 
minutes 
During this time Senator 


Dean opposed the bill and Senator Las 
ker spoke in its favor 
These were the 


only two gentlemen who spoke on the 
bill, the balance satisfying themselves by 
voting. 


The vote on the final passage of the 


bill was 27 ayes and 1 nay, Dean being 
the negative voter 
The bill was imme- 


diately «ent over to the House and at 4 
o'clock that body began discussing it, 
substituting tlie Senate bill tor the 
House bill. After several gentlemen 
had spoken of the bill and the emer- 
[ency feature pro and con, a final vote 
was reached at 6 o'clock precisely and 
the bill passed the House by a vote of 
110 to 5. Thus within three hours did 
the Texas Legislature forever put an end 
to prize-fighting in Texas.

The damp days, when the wind is in 


the northeast, are more severely felt by 
cattle than when the weather is dry and 
cold. There is nothing to be gained by 
keeping the cows on the pasture at such 
times. 


Xext month the Thanksgiving turkey 


•» ill be in demand, and now is the time 
to begin to feed the turkeys literally 
and raake them fat and plump. 


A cornstalk may remain in the ground 


a year without being decomposed, but 
cut it up and add it to the manure heap 
and it becomes as excellent absorbent, 
prevents loss of manure and soon decom- 
poses. 


It is a waste of time and a loss to at- 


tempt to raise chicks in the winter with 
hens, unless one is willing to give the 
Uens and brood extra care, which is too 
cosfly when but a few hens have broods. 


Ventilating the stable is a problem in 


the winter season. It is an easy matter 
to let plenty of fresh air come into the 
stable, but it is difficult to avoid cold 
draughts on the animals. Xo sj'stein of 
proper ventilation can be suggested, as 
the plan of the stab'e, the direction of 


- the wind and the mode of ventilation 


are to be considered. Much warmth is 
lost in winter by too much ventilation. 
!f the stable is not latticed and plaster- 
ed, plenty of fresh air will find its way 
in. In fact, it will be more difficult to 
keep it out than to let it in. 


When straw is sold off the farm there 


is a loss of fertility from the soil. It is 
estimated that the value of the sub- 
stances in a ton of straw that' are capa- 
ble of supplying plant food is over SO; 
yet farmers will haul a ton of straw a 
mile or two to market and sell it for less 
than that sum; the return load being 
straw and manure from the stables, 
which possess but little more value than 
the clean straw hauled from the farm.

MULCHING 


To avoid winter losses it is necessary 


to giye the trees and small fruits some 
kiud of protection during the winter, and 
pruning may also be done before spring. 
After the frosts appear in the fall, and 
the sap has gone down, is an excellent 
time to trim the trees, because more 
labor can be then given than when the 
work is deferred to the early portion of 
the year, as attention is then required in 
other departments. Most fruitgrowers 
prefer to prune in the spring, owing to 
the liability of winterkilling, which may I 
compel them to cut back again in the 
spring after the work has been done in 
the late fall, but it is seldom that such a 
thing happens to well-grown trees. The 
trimming oft of the limbs of apple trees 
is done in a very improper manner by 
farmers who do not give much of their 
attention to the orchards. They go in 
with a saw and take off some of the 
limbs, often not covering the stump with 
grafting wax, and give no benefit to the 
tree in any manner. The experienced 
fruit grower will lather thin out the 
branches and trim off the ends'of those 
that are overgrown and which extend 
out too far, thus getting rid of useless 
wood and also induci: g growth of new 
wood next spring. 


Trimming the grapevines and canes of 


blackberries and raspberries is usually 
done in winter, when the ground is 
frozen, the old wood being cut out at 
the same time, though to escape winter 
killing tiie work is sometimes postponed 
until spring. The danger is that the 
woik is liable to be doue too late. It is 
a frequent occurrence that grapevines 
are trimmed after the buds begin to 
swell, causing them to '-bleed," which 
weakens them and impairs their capacity 
to make new wood and bear fruit.

Potatoes should be dug, well dried 


and stored in a cool, dark place, that is 
free from moisture. 
If exposed to damp- 


ness, cr allowed to become too warm, 
they will sprout. They have been stored 
ir layers in dry oats or sand with advan- 
tage, and it would not be amiss if those 
having crops of potatoes would make 
seme experiments in that direction, 


II. is claimed that the large crop of 


potatoes this year will afford only a 
small prolit to growers. The fact is that 
this country has not produced a single 
bushel over the quantity necessary to 
supply the demand. The difficulty is 
that farmers have made no proper pro- 
vision for storing the large crop, and are 
getting rid of them by shipping as many 
of them to market as possible, thus forc- 
ing prices down. After a while prices 
will be high, and those who made prepa- 
rations for storing their potatoes will 
have no cause to regret the expense in- 
curring in so doing.

-But in many places where the fence i 
removed the soil is filled with rocks 
bushes and trees so that it is impossibl 
to plow or cultivate it. Such unuse 
fence rows soon become as bad a nuis 
ance as tae useless fence that precedec 
them. It will pay, generally, to clea 
up such fence roas if only for the look 
of the place. While the rows remain 
showing tta: fences had once occupied 
that spot, their absence must indicate 
that farming in that neighborhood is 
less prosperous than it used to be.

kinds of sluule trees and evergreens may 
be trimmed in the full and winter so as 
to save time, and tliey require as much 
attention as fruit trees if symmetry is 
au object. 
Many insects antl parasites 


are destroyed by winter priming if the 
wood is burned when removed. The 
farmer does not use the knife as fre- 
quently as lie should, which accounts for 
the unsightly appealance of many or- 
chards. 


Another matter that is neglected is 


that of mulching the trees and vines. 
During the winter there may be thaws 
and freezes, the roots of the trees being 
injured and the small plants, such as 
strawberries, thrown out of the ground, 
rt is not so much the hard freezing of 
the soil that does the harm, as the alter- 
nate thawing and freezing. The use of 
a mulch, such as straw, or any available 
material, does not keep the ground warm, 
but cold, thus preventing sudden thaw- 
ing, and by so doing delaying the u]>- 
ward Mow of sap in early spring, as well 
as preventing the throwing out of the 
ground of the plants that do not send 
roots down very deep. A covering of 
straw, held in place with cornstalks, on 
the stra-.vb"rry rows, and around the 
trees and vines, will enable the farmer 
to secure mote fruit next season than 
by any other treatment that can be be- 
stowed. The mulch also protects against 
the winds, keeps the roots in a healthy 
condition and enables the tree, vine or 
plant to secure a good start after the 
growing st'a°on opens 


When plants, roses, etc , aie at all ef- 


fected with mildew, sprinkle the foliage 
with water, then dust on Hour of sulphur 
quite thickly and allow it lo stand lor a 
few days, when it may lie rinsed off. but 
is to be renewed if necessary. 


When walei ing plai tsoi trees, remem- 


ber that, a supeilicial spiinkling will 
start a growth of new rootlets near the 
surface n f t h p f f i o u n d which a hot sun 
may kdl easily. I'm on sullincnt water 
to thoroughly soak the gionud about 
the roots.

If you are fending any stock with the 


idea of making a proGtable gain of llesh 
see to it that they are well protected 
from storms and .;old in the approaching 
months of winter. You cannot feed 
them profitably othei wise. Xothin" in 
the whole system of sto:k management 
has been more thoroughly proved than 
this. 


When coin is cut green, as it alwajs 


should be, it should be set in rather 
small atooks, so as to allow the wind to 
go through thsm. Especial care should 
be taken to have the stocks evenly bal- 
anced around the supporting hill and to 
have it well bound at the top. Much of 
the value both of grain and fodder is 
lost by putting it up poorly, leaving the 
stalks to fall down and be soaked will 
rain and mud. 


Preserving milk will greyly add to its 


value and lessen the risks from its use 
Tbe bacteria can be destroyed by boiling 
but boiling the milk injuries its flavor' 
It has been found that a current of elec- 
tricity through t!;e milk for a certain 
time will destroy the bacteria and do no 
injury to the flavor. Farther experi- 
ments are now being made in that direc- 
tion.
